“ Two days before th e arm istice, 
I sent out a courier to H o lla n d ,’’ 
he said with a tinge of p rid e. 
“ Heroisip is the w ork o f an in­ 
stant but w hat I have g o n e thru 
during those last four y ears is 
not heroism , it is hell,” said Buyl. 
Before the war he was a florid, 
happy, jovial man b u t he is now 
em aciated and 
hag g ard , 
but a 
shadow of his form er self. 
And we fell to ta lking of Dubois 
and Bauca and tears w elled up 
into his eyes as he said; “G reater 
love h ath no man th a n h e who
